The family makes its choices 
and decisions in ways that give 
tho family the most satisfaction. 
If your family keeps records 
of its spending it will be better 
cisions have resulted in the best 
able to judge whether its de­ 
cisions have resulted in the best 
use of the family income. 


Family accounts also give a 
family a record of spending pat­ 
terns that can be used in plan­ 
ning for the future.

crops of alfalfa have been re­ 
moved for several years. 


Ma nga ne se on soybe a n ground 
becomes deficient in alkaline soils 
(pH above 7.0). 


Calcium and magnesium short­ 
ages have been corrected by lim­ 
ing. 


What kind of soils show trace 
element deficiencies? 


Strongly weathered 
soils that 
are old in terms of their chemi­ 
cal and physical changes. This 
occurs mainly in the southern 
states — rainfall 
is 
high 
and 
leaching occurs throughout the 
year because 
the 
soil 
doesn’t 
freeze. 


Coarse textured soils because 
the parent rock materials were 
low7. Sand-size particles are main­ 
ly quartz and do not attract and 
hold nutrients like clay in silt 
loams or clay loams. 
Alkaline soils are low7 in avail­ 
able trace elements. 
What can be done about trace 
elements? 
Be cautious 
about 
applying 
them. 
Apply 
corrective

ments if you live in an area or 
farm a soil where deficiencies 
commonly occur. 
Learn to recognize symptoms— 
rosette alfalfa indicates boron de­ 
ficiency. rubberlike com plant — 
calcium 
deficiency, 
etc. 
Watch 
fields closely during the first 4 
to 6 w7eeks after 
coin

up. Watch other crops that may 
be more 
sensitive — soybeans 
show 
manganese or iron defi­ 
ciency first. 
Learn the soil situation where 
symptoms are more likely to oc­ 
cur — sandy — alkaline 
soils,
